Andrew’s Amendment to Hon.

OTTAWA, Nov. 6.—-At the afternoon 
sitting, J. W. Kennedy, member-elect 
for Glengarry-Stormont, was intro- 
duced to the house by Mesers.

Bhortage of Feed 
Good 


Becomes Vital Issue on Account of Early Winter— 
Animals Coming 


to Market on Account of This 


Breeding 
—Oar Shortage at Stockyards in Addition Makes Position 


Critical 


With practically evpry ava!tap i> 
inch of room at the Edmonton stock- 
yards crowded with calile, and with 
inceming shipments of stock grow- 
ing constantly heavier, the closing 
in of severe winter weather in the 
province is having a somewhat d:s- 
astrous effect on the livestock and 
feed situation. 

Thuraday over 3,000 head of cattle 
‘were in the yards. A couple of days 
or so previously accomodation was 
found for 3,500 head, this taxing the 
capacity of the Edmonton yards to 
the limit. With the week ending 
Thursday night the yards rece:ved 
4,462 cattla over 700 calveay 179 
wheep knd ¥%61 hogs. Mainiy, xhe 
cattle consisted of stockers and feed- 
er stuff, thrown on the market from 
districta in the northern and central 
parts of the province where the un- 
geasonable depth of snow and severe 
weather has made {it imposs-ble for 
the farmers ' stock 
they planned to carry through the 
winter. ‘hue . a. eeod in 
large districts south and east has be- 
come a vital issue, by reason of the 
weather and great numbers of good 
breeding an-mals are coming on the 
market only to be sacrificed to no 
inconsiderable extent. 

On top of the weather conditions 
has come a car shortage at the stock- 
yards, While the shortage is not 
particularily severe on the G.T.P. and 
C.N.R. systems shipping facilities on 
the Canadian Pacifc are wt a prem- 
jum, a notice being posted Thursday 
that no more box cars would be 
available for stock shipments from 
Edmonton beyond the Edmonton 
divsion, What effect this will have 
on the shipment of feeder and butch- 
er cattle to the States remains to be 
seen, The presence of American 
buyers on the Edmonton market has 
been beneficial ‘nm holding up the de- 
mand for good feeder stuff there 
havine been a large number of cattle 
sent to St. Paul for distribut.on 
amongst farmers with a surplus of 
corn, and who can put the grass fed 
stuff in condit'on for the butchers, 


In spite of the heavy incom'ng 
shipments of cattle, already begin- 
ing to fall rap diy in flesh, the de- 
mand has been sirong at the steck- 
yards and good qual uff is firm 
in price, The most able break 
has made itself fe 1 sd 
cows. Calves we ik 


er Thursday, seliing a 
fc, and some sh*ppers with female 
paosly {itted were unable to 


get more than 5. Only a few choice 
beef ateers were offered. But 8 ex- 
tra choice fellows scaling 1290 each 
topped the day at $11.15. Top price 
cows were 8c. ranging downward to 
5e. Good breeding heifers went at 
6c. to 61-4c., with mediums rather 
slow at 51-2c to 6c. Sheep prices 
| were ateady, while select hogs were 
weaker with a close of L6c off cars. 

Reporting on the week, from re- 
cords and reports submitted from the 
various firms on the yards, C. E. 
Bain, market representative of the 
federal government, regards the car 
situation as somewhat easier wth a 
heavy run of cattle continuing. At 
country points the indications are for 
a still more serious congestion of 
the quar 6&ituation. The yards fare 
filling up with “in-between” cattle 
although packers are buying rather 
freely this grade for “freezer pur- 
poses. Butcher stuff somewhat easier 
in tone in sympathy with the U. 8. 
market, Medium grades are dragsy 
with a meagre demand at country 
points, All indications point to a 
long feeding per-‘od. 

Off cials at the stockyadrgs deplore 
the fact that so much good breeding 
stock is being sacrificed owing to the 
scarcity of feed and the severe weath- 
er. It was pointed out that all farm- 
ers who have feed to spare might 
wisely purchase some of this class 
of cattle because of the declining 
price, Cows and thin heifers aq: 
going for as low as 41-2c and when 
purchased by the packers are con- 
sgned to the “freezer,"’ this consti- 
tuting meat somewhat better 
that provided by “canners,” 

Alarming reports are reaching tho 
Edmonton yards of conditions on the 
ranches in the south, It is sald that 
the weather on the ranges is even 
more severe than in the north and 
that already cattle are being lost in 
numbers. The car shortage is appar- 
ently preventing the stocknien get- 
ting in hay, obta’nable in the north 
were it poss ble to get cars. Reports 
from Calgary yards state that the 
C.P.R, has shut down on stock ship- 
ments from that point. In this con- 
nection it will be recalled that free 
sh'pments ef feed was arranged for 
farmers in the south, the cost being 
equally apportioned between the rail.

Hon. J, A. Calder said he would like 
to devote a few minutes to explain 
to the house the situation which would 
arise if the amendment carried.

contained in it be commended to the 
government for consideration. The 
effect of the amendment was to strike 
out from the report all the recom- 
mendations with regard to vocational 
training, pensions, ete, and to substi- 
tute the plan for a cash gratuity sub- 
mitted by the G.W.V.A. This meant 
that instead of an expenditure of 
$50,000,000, the house would commit 
itself to an expenditure of $400,000,- 
000, because, in actual working out, 
that was what the W.G.V.A. plan 
would cost. 

It was only fair and proper for the 
fcvernment to state to the house its 
policy with regard to the matter. On 
any big question involving large ex- 
penditures, the government was 
quired to take a definite position and 
stand or fall by {t- But the position 
of the government did not bind the 
members of the house, They should 
vote as they saw fit.

stand by voting it down, then another 
government would have to carry on.

In the matter. Yesterday he had 
shown that within a year the govern- 
ment would have to raise between 

700,009,900 and $800,000,000 to carry 
on the business of the country. Now 
{t was proposed to add about $200,- 
000,000 to this. Perhaps this money 
could be raised if the people were 
again asked to lend to the govern- 
ment. 

But if the money was borrowed, 
what would happen when the govern- 
ment tried to float another loan. Seven 
hundred million dollars would have 
to be raised within twelve months aa 
matters now stood. Would the people 
of Canada add three hundred million 
to this and lend a bfllion dollars in a 
single year? 

Mr. Calder did not think they would. 
Even {f this money was borrowed, the 
government was confronted with tho 
necessity of paying the interest on it 
No member had suggested a feasible 
means of taxation whereby this in- 
terest could be raised. A loan of $300,- 
000,000 would mean an annual interest 
payment of $17,500,000. How was 
this to be raised. It was unfair to 
instruct the committee to amend Its 
report in the way suggested by the 
amendment, unless #hey were also 
instructed in the way to get the money. 

Mr. Calder said that before it was 
suggested that the report be sent back 
to committee for amendment, it was 
up to the members to say how the 
necessary sums of money could be 
| raised.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — General 
discussion of the proposed 48-hour 
week convention proceeded at this 
afternoon's sitting of the international 
labor conference and will be continued 
tomorrow.

The chairman observed that news- 
paper owners and editors are at per- 
fect liberty to draw any deductions 
they please, efther from the abundance 
of their fgnorance or their knowledgo 
of the situation. 

“Tt is impossible to stop the press,” 
added Cueva Garcia, delegate from 
Ecuador, “I come,” he added, amid

SEVENTY-ONE 
MILES AN HOUR 
IS SPEED MADE 


Result of Experiments with Hy- 
droplane Boat About to Be 
Made Known 


HALIFAX, Nov. 6.—Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell and F. W. Baldwin, have 
been actively engaged for some time 
in Cape Breton on the development 
ef a hydro-plane boat which has given 
a speed of 71 miles an hour. The boat 
is called H. D. 4. Mr, Bell is about 
to make known to the world the re- 
sult of his experiments. The whole 
boat is carried clear out of the water, 
the hull being supported on a series 
of submerged knife blades as hydro- 
planes, thus leaving a clear space of 
about three feet between the bottom 
of the hull and the surface of the sea 
The 
exneriments have been carried out at 
“Beinn Breagh,” Mr. Bell's residence 
near Baddeck, Cape Breton. He has 
recntly had a visit from experts inter- 
ested in torpedo work of the United 
States. At thelr request 'Mr. Bell 
loaded the beat with 3,000 pounds of 
pig lead.

$20,000 SUIT

An anonymous ietier allewed to 
have feen went Sy Alfred Francis 
Armstrong to Mrs. John Jenkins and 


purporting to contain malcious and 
s'anderous statements about her 
huebands conduet and character, 


lead John Jenking to sue the doafend- 
ant Armstrong in the eupreme civil 
court, before Mr. Justice Walsh for the 
sum $20,000 on the charge of defamat- 
ory libel, 

The parties to the action both re- 
side at Kitscoty, and carry on ®usiness 
there, The wife of the piaintiff ap- 
pears to have been on a holiday at 
Frog Lake when the alleged libelous 
letter was sent to her on July 28th, 
1919, and admonishing her to return 


to her home to protect her rights ae 
a wife. The letter referred to waa 
read in court and is interpreted by 
the plaintif{t to mean that he was 
guilty of infidelity to his wife and 
a man of loose and immoral] habita, 
character and reputation As a re- 


sult of the publication of this etter, 
the plaintiff claims that it has caue- 
ed him domestic trouble, Injured hia 
moral reputation in the community, 
caused him mental pain and agony 
and to be held up to ecorn contempt 
and ridicule of his neighbors, He 
and his wife have lost social etatue in 
the community and find the usual 
hospitality and admiasion to the 
homes of the people denied them, 

Apart from the social loss sustained 
the plaintiff claims that he has lost a 
considerable amount of trade as a 
general merchant in Kitscoty 

The defendant claims that he did 
not write or publish the letter com- 
plained of, that the alleged letter did 
not refer to the plantiff, that it does 
not bear the meaning ‘the complainant 
takes of it, that plaintiff did not suff- 
er loss in trade or business or any 
other damages, 

The unshaken testimony of Dr, G

and that of the anonymous letter are 
by one and the same author The 
case is likely to occupy geome time 
yet.

CLASS ORGANIZATION 
IS FIXED POLICY 


President of U. F. A. Outlines 
Objects in Address at 
Calgary

From Albertan report of U.F.A. 
meeting in Sandstone Hall, Cal- 
gary, on November 4th. 

Mr. Wood, after reiterating his be- 
llef :n the principles of group orgaa- 
ization, on which he had been chal- 
lenged, said; “I have presented my 
honest opinion, without prejudice, 
Without passion, and with maiice io- 
ward nohe and with a a'noere desire 
that the people should make progress, 
As lon~ as those views are mine I 
shall express them, and if the farmers 
of Alberta do notagree wit: them, it 
is their duty to seek a new leader. 

“This Is no hobby of mine. It is & 
matter of life for me, On the othe: 
hand I believe that practically every 
distr ct convention of the U.F.A held 
for the purpose of consider.ng politi- 
cal action has endorsed those views. 
The question is, what are the views 
of the majority? If these views are 
not those of the organization, then 
they have the wrong leador.” 

Mr. Wood's stand was emphatically 
endorsed by Rev. Will'am Irvine, and 
as earnestly opposed by R. A. Par- 
ker, who, fully recognizine Mr. 
Wood's sncerity, said that he was 
convinced that strife between one 
group and another would be the out. 
come of the plan of society nroposed 
by the president. He believed that 
the U.F.A. should admit tnto its lo- 
cals those “who were in sympath) 
with the objects of a democrat'c 
party.” i 

Mr. Parker desired that, irrespec 
tlve of class, all who were in favor of 
the interests of the common people 
should be enabled to unite on a com- 
mon pol tical platform, Class organ- 
lzation for commercial purposes, and 
unior. of the democratic classes in a 
common convention for the purpose 
of choosing their political representa- 
tives. 

It was the Cochrane by-election that 
formed the genesis of the debate, Guy 
W. Johneon, secretary of the U. F, A. 
Political Association, introduced the 
subject in reference to an incident 
of the afternoon sitting, when 4 speak- 
er had associated the names of Mr. 
Wood and Mrs. Pariby with the suc- 
cess achieved im the election. Mr. 
Johnson made a point of atating that 
he took exception ta this remark. He 
not wamt to distract from any- 
tut the success in 
due to the local pollti- 
cal executive 

It was at the conclusion of 4 apeeth 
on the educational policy of the poll- 


ferring to a newspaper report in 
which, he said, it had been stated that 
he had repudiated his leader, declared 
the newspapers knew, and the cabinet 
ministers knew that Mr. Wood was not 
epeaking for the potitical organiza. 
tion then, and had no intention of 
imposing his views on the Cochrane 
people.” 

"T suid that I thought it unfortunate 
that the U. F. A. had adopted a policy 
of closed doors, Prolatly tt was un- 
wise on my part. I laid emphasis 


was not fought on any new prin- 
ciple of government outlined by any 
particular individual.” 

Mr. Johnson then drew a distinction 
between the political execulive of the 
U. &. A. and the industrial work. 

A remark by Mr. Malcolm was the 
direct occasion of the U. F. A. presi- 
dent being called upon to speak. 

“We took a serious step when we 
Geci4ed upon political action,” Mr. 
Malcolm said, “I am afmaid a great 
many of us do not realize how ser- 
fous it was. Some locale will not 
pay their dues for political purposes 
because of what has been said in the 
press as to the attitude of our leadera. 
I should Ike them to be clear on 
just what class organization means. 
IT should Hke to wee our leaders get 
together on this matter.” 

Another speaker declared that he 
had come to the secretaries’ confer- 
ence with inetructions to give Mr. 
Wood “Hail Cotumbia’ because of 
what he had said about class repre- 
sentation, After meeting Mr. Wood, 
however. he was satisfied that the U. 
F. A. president had been misrepre- 
pented as the German army was, I 
should like to see the members of 
the executive of the U. F. A. and of 
the political association get together.” 

In the course of his reply, Mr. 
Wood, after remarking that almost 
every political convention had adopt- 
ed the principle of confining its mem- 
bership to farmers, said: “It may be 
that since these conventions the or- 
ganization of the political association 
haw been changed,” He said he had 
not met an audience which had been 
antagonistic to the plan of organiza- 
tion finagly adopted. “I believe,” Mr. 
Wood went on, “that in class organ- 
ization lies our only hope of reaching 
democracy, but our organization !s 
founded on opposition to ¢lass dom- 
ination or class legislation. 1 have 
never expressed any desire for these 
things.” 

“Anyone who says anything to the 
contrary gives utterance to an Uun- 
qualified falsehood. 

After saying thet Mr. Wood's 
speeches did more harm than good in 
the Cochrane election—from the 
standpoint of winning the election— 
Archie Baptie said that he believed 
Mr. Wood was right, but that the 
great majority of members of the U 
F, A. would not be able to under- 
stand them until they had given them 
very much study. Because these views 
were not understood they turned 
electors against the candidate.

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Some years ago an alleged gas 
company applied to the city of Ed- 
monton for a franchise. They | 


were to supply gas at a price fixed 
in the agreement made with the 
city council and endorsed by the 
ratepayers. Times were hard in 
Edmonton and prospects wero 
blue, The great argument made 
in this public ownership city for 
the granting of a franchise to 4 
gas company was the promise of 
the company that if they secured 
the franchise they would begin 
work at once and be prepared to 
supply gas at an early date. The 
prospect of early and large ex- 
penditures by the company was 
beyond question the factor that 
secured the necessary majority for 
the franchise. At the time there 
were two applicants for the fran- 
chise, In the opinion of the Bulle- | 
tin as expressed at the time the, 
one rejected by the council was 
the most favorable for the city. At 
any rate the Coste-McLaws com- 
pany of Calgary was not the only 
company offering to supply gas at 
that time. 

After the franchise had been 
endorsed by the ratepayers the 
company was so well satisfied | 
with it that legislation was se- 
cured confirming the terms of the 
agreement, so that should the war 
then in full swing cease at an 
early date, the city would be ef- 
fectively prevented from re-open- 
ing the agreement with a view 
to securing more favorable terms, 

Having secured the franchise 
and the legislation on terms based 
on war conditions the company 
proceeded to exploit the gas field. 
Having demonstrated the possibili- 
ties of the field, they calmly sat 
down and waited for the war to 
cease, and prices to drop to a pre- 
war level, expecting thus lo en- 
hance materially the value of the 
franchise. 

But the war did not cease as 
soon as expected, and when it did 
cease prices went up instead of 
down. Disappointed in their gam- 
ble on the early close of the war 
and faced with the necessity of 
doing something sometime, the 
company approached the city 
council for a revision of the terms | 
of their contract with the city as 
to rates, Although the contract | 
was made in war time and with | 
a view to war conditions, now that 
the war was over they demanded | 
an increase of rates as a condition | 
prior to their going on with the | 
work, Their demand was made | 
on the city eouncil headed by a 
mayor who poses as the special 
champion of public ownership of | 
publie utilities, The council passed | 
a bylaw assenting to the increase | 
of rates asked for by the company |

| The United States Coa] Strike 
renreeetnecrerpntene 

The coal strike in the United 


States is political not industrial. 


wages or better working condi- 
tions for the miners. It is an at- 
tempt to overthrow organized so- 
ciety and establish a national dic- 
tatorship by the men who are at 
the head of the coal miners’ organ- 
ization, 

Coal mining is a basic industry. 
On the supply and cost of coal 
depends the establishment and 
maintenance of industry, of trans- 


itself. Coal is as necessary under 
existing conditions to the main- 
tenance of individual and nation- 
al life as bread or water or air. 
On the western plains in winter a 
family can live longer without 
food than without coal. Obviously 
any shortening of supply or in- 
crease in cost of coal adversely af- 
fects every other interest, person- 
al or national. 


Stoppaye of the supply of coal | 


by a nation wide coal strike is a 
matter between the miners and 
the nation, rather than between 
the miners and the operators. 
When all imines are equally affect- 
ed, as in the present instance, the) 
operators can, if they are willing, ' 
accede to the demands of the min- 
ers and pass the increased cost on 
to the consumer without loss to! 
themselves. It is the consumer} 
who in the end must pay all costs| 
connected with the production of; 
coal, and suffer all disabilities be- 
cause of shortage of supply. 

The operator is only the means 
by which connection is made be- 
tween the work of the miner and, 
the need of the consumer. It is} 
true that he may be exacting an 
unjust toll from either the miner 
or the consumer or both, But by no 
possible stretch of imagination can 
it be supposed that the profits of 
the operators bear any appreci- 
able proportion to the demands of 
the miners for a six-hour day, a 
five-day week, and a sixfy per cent 
advance in wages.

Coai mining is a hazardous and 
arduous occupation. The men en- 
gaged in it are entitled to wages 
based on these. conditions, Beyond 
that they are on the same level as 
other members of the community 
and have no right over and above 
other people. With such a shorten- 
ing of hours and increase of wages 
as the United States miners de- 
mand the work of the world could 
not be carried on. After all, food is 
a basie necessity as well as coal, 
and, indeed, except in the grip of a 
North-West winter, is immensely 
more necessary. "ood could not be 
produced in sufficient quantity, to 
say nothing of price, under such 


| wages and working conditions as 


the coal miners demand. Admit- 
ting that differing conditions of 
Jabor demand differing hours and 
rates of pay and that therefore the 
coal miners’ scalo should not and 
cannot be the farmers’ seale, the 


farmer has just as.good a right to! 


cut production and increase cost 
as the coal miner has—and so has 


| every other line of industry. And 


if this is done, the fabric of civil- 


ization must crash to the ground | 


for famine and therefore chaos 
must result. 

The United 
proceeds from the knowledge that 
if the coal miners organize and 
stand together they can hold up 
the country and dictate terms to 
suit themselves. The original pur- 
pose of the miners’ union—defeuce 
of the welfare of the individual 
miner against the exactions of the 
coal operator-—has given place te 
the idea of dictation to the state 
at the cost of the consumer. 

So far as the United States au: 
thorities are concerned they have 
recognized that the strike was 
political not industrial, and that 
not only the safety and welfare 
but the very life of the nation is 
at stake. The direct attempt to 
seize the reins of government was 
made insCanada at Winnipeg, Ed- 
monton, Calgary and Vancouver 
last spring. The coal miners’ strike 
in the United States is a like at- 
tempt, only in another form.

THE LOWEST FOR 
MANY NOVEMBERS 


The lady of the metreological office 
officially confirms the statements made 
by old-timers of Edmonton that this 
is the coldest weather they have ex- 
perienced here in the month of No- 
vember for many years, At seven 
o'clock on Thursday morning the 
mercury registered 23 below, which is 
acutally the coldest during the past 
five or six years, 

In 1913 it never got below zero in 
November; in 1914 it got down to six 
below one n‘ght; in 1915 it was 8 
below at any time; in 1916 it was 8 
below; in 1917 not below; in 1918 3 
below. 

Calgary, Nov. 6—When the record- 
ing thermometer at the city laboratory 
hit 11 degrees below zero at 4 o'clock 
Thursday morning the instrument re- 
gistered the coldest weather for any 
November since the city began keep- 
ing records in 1913. Old-timers in Cal- 
gary tell of a similar winter in 1906-7, 
when winter set in during October, 
but the present winter at least has 
the written records to support its 
claim for being the coldest.
